closed, as Dobson did not report 
what the committee had in the 
bank at the start of 1946. 


The Republicans reported only 


contributions for the last two 
months of the year. Earlier do- 
nations were reported previously.

Morgue Mystery 


Encircles Murder 


Kansas 
City. Kan.. Jan. 4— 


(AP)—The mysterious unlocking 
of a hospital morgue room—sup- 
posedly by a midnight prowler 
who 
three 
times 
entered 
the 


locked morgue and left the door 
unfastened 
behind 
him—baffled 


police today in their investigation 
of the brutal hospital slaying of 
a handsome maie student nurse 
whose battered body lay in the 
morgue. 


City Detective Chief Stanley 


Bcatty said the door to the 
morgue, in which lay the body of 
28-year-old Lewis J. Spencer, was 
found unlocked three times last 
night by hospital attendants. Each 
time, the door was Socked again, 
only to be found Hater—mysteri- 
ously unlocked. 


Spencer was found beaten to 


death early yesterday in his room 
at the University of Kansas hos- 
pital. Clad 5n shorts and a bath- 
robe, he was lying across his bed 
clutching a few strands of hair 
in his left hand. His skull was 
badly crushed, apparently by a 
blunt 
instnunent. 
police said. 


There were no signs of a struggJc. 
but a broken soft drink bottle Hay 
nearby on the floor,

Democratic party "with all its 
faults" as its "most effective in- 
strument for political action."" " 


"If we expect to regain the 


ground we shall have lost by 1948 
we must elect a liberal president 
and a liberal congress," Bowles 
told 3. dinner attended by more 
than 400 UDA members and well- 
wishers at the Shoreham hotel 
here last night. 


"To accomplish this we must 


work 
through 
the 
Democratic 


party machinery;" he said. 
"All 


our efforts, all our ingenuity must 
be thrown into the struggle to 
establish liberal control of the 
Democratic party in 194S." 


Members of the UDA staff indi- 


cated that the organization, in its 
day-long closed session, will fellow- 
Bowies' 
advice, although some 


persons attending advocated adop- 
tion of the third-party technique.

at noon, and Senator Taft (Ohio) 
declared it "will probably be nec- 
essary to hold the senate in con- 
tinuous session" unless Bilbo's 
backers quit talking. 


Senators Brewster 
(Ate) 
and 


Ferguson (Mich) predicted an at- 
tempt to impose cloture—curtail- 
ment of debate—would be the fi- 
nal decision by the Republican 
strategists. 


If the GOP could count on 11 


Democrate who voted with them 
on one point yesterda3' they would 
have exactly the two-thirds ma- 
jority to invoke this seldom'used 
device.

But the 80th. congress went in- 


to its second day with Democrats 
still in the senate saddle despite 
the 51-45 majority the GOP will 
hold when all are sworn in. , Re- 
publicans had already organized 
the house and adjourned it until 
Monday. 


President Truman may deliver 


his state of the union message 
then if the senate deadlock over 
Bilbo is broken or an agreement 
can be reached to take time out 
and march to the house for a joint 
session.

One of Dixon's small but flourishing industries can be found at 105 Hennepin avenue, where Walter Zink 


operates the Zink Artificial Bait Company, producers of attractive lures for sportsman- Mr. Zink made his 
first model six years ago and secured patent rights three and one-half years ago. At the present time nine 
people are employed on the assembly line and in twenty operations produce the finished lure with ten individual 
parts. According to Zink the plant is now shipping two hundred and fifty baits daily and have over five 
thousand orders on hand.

It's the CAA's Move 


The United States has thus tar 


been spared any air accident quite 
as spectacularly tragic as ' the 
crash of three planes which occur- 
red in Shanghai on Christmas 
night. But that does not rnean 
that the fog is thicker in' China 
than it is in America, or that 
American flying equipment is de- 
cidedly superior. 


The probable answer is that 


•weather information is better here 
than it was in Shanghai, and that 
American planes would have been 
grounded in Shanghai's Christmas 
weather. However, it cannot be 
said that a similar tragedy can't 
happen here. In fact, there are 
times when it seems that such a 
tragedy will be required to quieken 
the tempo of the leisurely gov- 
ernment and airline efforts to 
make bad-weather flying safe. - 


Two efficient means of bad- 


weatlier landing were developed 
during1 the war, ground-control ap- 
proach and instrument-landing ap- 
proach. There are two schools of 
thouEfht as to which method is 
better, and the resulting- debate 
has contributed to the fact that 
neither system is in use. 


Th?re are other reasons, of 


•course. 
The Civil Aeronautics 


Administration blames Congress 
for not giving- it enough money to 
finish up experimentation and de- 
velopment and get some soft of 
blind-landing; method in operation. 


Then there are those who put 


the major blame on CAA. These 
critics maintain that the CAA's 
dilatory passion for perfection has 
led it in*x> an attitude of insistence 
upon conducting all research on a 
somewhat theoretical plane. 
It 


would be better, say the CAA 
critics, if \t would authorize the 
installation of blind-landing equip- 
ment which is known to be work- 
able and decidedly better than 
•nothing-, then make refinements 
suggested by experience in actual 
use. 


Whatever the reasons for the 


delay, the fact remains that today 
bad flying conditions offer the air- 
line passenger a choice of staying 
on the ground or taking to the air 
•with a good chance of being killed. 


Anyone who talks with regular, 


occasioned 
or potential 
airline 


customers—and that includes most 
of us—must have been struck by 
the fact that more and more of 
them are expressing a disinclina-

Now, State Secretary 
Byrnes is privately working on 
both men to get them to change 
their minds. Once he talked Van- 
denberg into going back to Paris 
in similar circumstances sometime 
back, but actually this time, the 
Michigan senator will be absorbed 
with two major senate jobs. 


So Byrnes may have to go with 


the American expert on Germany 
Murphy and General Mark Clark, 
expert 
on Austria, 
to discuss 


treaties for these two countries, 
probably carrying along advisor 
Ben Cohen. The nagging about 
these two peace treaties will re- 
quire a long- time, and Byrnes in- 
tends to bring up some other sub- 
jects including reopening of the

Russia 
thinks she can turn her war vic- 
tory into a world revolution. Few 
authorities here think she can. 
Her gross inefficiency in ail mat- 
ters at home and abroad are 
thought to make her ultimate suc- 
cess improbable.

She may capitalize on all 
the world ills for a time and thus 
gain some measure of temporary 
ascendancy, but simply because

Farm Leases: Every tenant of 


farm land in Illinois hoWs his 
farm under some kind of agree- 
ment- 
The agTCement may be 


iUcn or oral: it may 5>c short 


or long; it may be valid or invalid 
as a written instrument: it mav 
be adapteo to his farns or it may 
not be so adapted—in short, it 
may be good, bad or indifferent 
so far as aiding the parlies to it is 
concerned. 


Ix-gaUy, a written lease must 


meet five requiresncnts: It must 
be signed, it must specify a 


nit period dwring; \v5iich the farm 
is to be leased, it must contain 
a description of the property, it 
must name a specific Sessor and 
lessee, and it must provide for 
the payment of rent It needs 
more than these bare essentials 
to make il a desirable lease, how- 
ever. 


Tenants wno do not nax-e writ- 


ten Jeases are, in Ehe eyes of Hie 
law, tenant? from year to year. 
They nave only such rights as 
they are able to provide, and many 
oral agreement* ar« »t-t 


•capable of proof. 
Many tenants 


execute a one-year lease at the 
time they rent the farm. Two 
or three years later, when they 
may be asked to move, or when 
some other issue arises which the 
lease is supposed to cover, they 
find that, withe the expiration of 
the year which the lease covered. 
they became tenants from year to 
year and cannot now enforce the 
provisions of the lease. 


Under 
a 
written 
agreement 


tenants are entitled only to the 
period of notice specified in the 
lease. If the land is to be vacat- 
ed on immediate notice, the par- 
ties are bound by the v/ritten 
agreement to that effect. 
If the 


agreement is not written, or if a 
written lease has expired and the 
tenant has been holding over as 
a tenant from year to year, the 
Illinois law specifies that a no- 
tice of at least 60 days must be 
given. 
This notice must be in 


writing and must be delivered 
within the four months preceding- 
the last 60 days of the term. For 
example, if a term ends on March 
1. as most farm tenancy terms 
do. the noticte would have to be 
given between SepLl and Jan. 1. 


The notice period provided by 


law does not always protect a 
tenant who has done fall plowing 
and seeded wheat, or who lias 
spread limestone or fertilizer, be- 
cause it may be given after he 
has done the -.vork. So" far as 
the la-.v is concerned, he can re- 
cover no monetary consideration 
for his -work and labor, but he 
does have the privilege of return- 
ing and harvesting wheat or other 
fall-seeded grain. 


The best protection for both 


Ia.nd3wd and tenant is a good 
•written Hease covering the essen- 
tial points in the operation of the 
farm and specifying a notice pe- 
riod which wiU permit both par- 
ties to make adjustments—prefer- 
ably six to 12 months.

Soldiers is Proposed 


Vv'ashington, Jan. 4—(AP)—A 


bill to authorize government erec- 
tion of headstones in family burial 
lots for members of the armed 
services buried oi.eiseas. lost at 
sea or missing1 in action was ready 
for congress today. 


Rep. Anton J. Johnson (R-tll), 


said that under his bill the head- 
stones, suitably inscribed, would 
be placed in any cemetery in the 
nation by the National Park serv- 
ice upon duplication of the next of 
kin of the deceased serviceman. 


Johnson <«m' in a 
statement 


that his proposal "would cost lit- 
tle, if any. more to the nation 
than it would to bring back the 
bodies." 


Many families, he said, are torn 


by decision whether to return the 
bodies of their sons or to lea.\-s 
them in burial grounds overseas. 
A marker in _ family plot would 
provide "a small measure of corn- 
fort to manv." he said.
